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New Council Goes Into Action Against 
"Snake - Like” County District Design

An outraged city council on 
Monday, September 21 vowed 
to fight the Councilmanic Re¬ 
districting Commission’s choice 
of a plan that places Greenbelt 
and Bowie in the same district. 
It would be virtually impos¬ 
sible for a Greenbelter to cap¬ 
ture a county council seat un¬ 
der the plan which was carved 
out at the last minute. 

The Greenbelt council has in¬ 
stead urged adoption, in general, 
of the so-called Ennis Plan, with 
the added recommendation that 
Berwyn Heights be included in 
District II of the plan with Green¬ 
belt and New Carrollton. This 
recommendation would bring ar¬ 
eas in the 21st election district 
together in one county district. 

During the past six months, the 
commission has been laboring to 
devise a plan for redividing 
Prince Georges County from its 
present 11 council election dis¬ 
tricts into nine new districts. No 
longer will candidates for county 
council run at large. Starting 
next year, each member will be 
elected from an individual dis¬ 
trict. 

During the past six months 
the commission has studied a 
dozen plans drafted by various 
individuals, reduced the count to 
four plans considered most rep¬ 
resentative, and then held several 
public hearings on these four 
plans. On September 17, how¬ 
ever, the Commission selected an 
entirely new plan. 

The county council, in turn, 
will have 70 days to accept or 
reject the proposed plan. Be¬ 
cause under any plan at least two 
present council members will lose 


their seats next year, and because 
the new districts will create new 
balances of voting power, it is 
possible that the county council 
may be unable or unwilling to 
muster sufficient votes to adopt 
a plan different from that sub¬ 
mitted by the Commission. Cri¬ 
tics of the proposed plan claim it 
was devised specifically to protect 
favored incumbents. (Six votes 
would be needed to change the 
submitted plan, but eight votes 
would have to be found to over¬ 
ride a likely veto by the County 
Executive.) If the council takes 
no action, the county executive 
would have nothing to veto and 
the Commission-approved plan 
would go into effect. 

District IV Plan 

Under this plan District IV 
would begin with Greenbelt, run 
north and east to the county line 
and then south along the line to 
take in Bowie and Upper Marl¬ 
boro, ending at the Patuxent Ri¬ 
ver (see map on page 3), 

Wasting no time at the Sept. 21 
meeting, the newly sworn-in city 
council met in a special meeting 
following its organization session 
to consider the revised county 
council redistricting plan. Council 
felt that the Commission’s estab¬ 
lished criteria for contiguity, si¬ 
milarity of common interests and 
population balance have all been 
violated by the creation of new 
District IV. 

No member of council could find 
one word of praise for it. Coun¬ 
cilman Richard Pilski urged that 
the city directly challenge the 
plan in court. Thomas White 
recommended that the commis¬ 
sion (scheduled to meet Tuesday, 
September 22) and the county 
council be notified of the city's 
displeasure and alarm over the 


plan. White felt that a "more 
logical, compact’ district could 
have been formed to include 
Greenbelt and communities adja¬ 
cent to it, but not Bowie. (Ber¬ 
wyn Heights, College Park, Riv- 
erdale and Beltsville are consid¬ 
ered to share common interests 
with Greenbelt.) White also ob¬ 
jected to the 11 A% difference in 
population between the largest 
and smallest district. 

State Senator Edward Conroy 
told council members that he sup¬ 
ported their position, adding that 
he believed that members of the 
House of Delegates from this dis¬ 
trict were of the same mind. He 
urged that assistance be sought 
from other areas of the county as 
well in the effort to persuade the 
Commission to change its recom¬ 
mendation. He said, "The decision 
to ignore the wishes of Greenbelt 
is outrageous and I will fight it 
with all my energy at every lev¬ 
el.” 

Devlin Reaction 

Former Councilman Charles 
Schwan reported that he had talk¬ 
ed earlier in the day with Dele¬ 
gate Gerard Devlin. Declaring 
that the commission’s plan "was 
an outrageous plan as it affects 
Greenbelt” and that it “looke4 
like a long snake with Marlboro 
at one * end,” Devlin said he was 
prepared to sue in Federal Dis¬ 
trict Court to set aside the plan. 
He charged that it failed to pro¬ 
vide compact and contiguous dis¬ 
tricts and relatively equal popu¬ 
lations among districts. He said 
it appeared also to discriminate 
against the women now sitting on 
council and to limit the possible 
black representation to two (De¬ 
borah Marshall v. Sue Mills in 
one district, Ada Koonce with the

Greenbelt Bakery Closed 

Due to the escalating costs in 
payroll and utilities, the Co-op 
bakery in the Greenbelt super¬ 
market has been closed. 

According to Supermarket Di¬ 
vision Manager Richard King, 
"Current economic conditions 
have forced us to look very care¬ 
fully at all our operations, and the 
bakery represents a situation in 
which we are losing a significant 
amount of money every year. 
While we have explored several 
options to convert the bakery in¬ 
to a break-even operation, none 
appear feasible at this time.” 

King said that in order to pro¬ 
vide bakery products to Greenbelt 
shoppers, a significantly increased 
number of outside vendors have 
been contacted to supply a great¬ 
er variety of packaged goods. 

Additional store space provided 
by closing of the bakery may also 
be used to stock a wider variety 
of health foods, bulk coffees, or 
other goods, with several options 
currently being explored.

Greenbelt’s Native Son Elected Mayer

In packed council chambers on September 14, the newly 
elected city council members, Richard Castaldi, Gil Weiden- 
feld, Richard Pilski, Thomas X. White, and Ed Putens, took 
their oath of office. The new council then duly elected high- 
vote-getter Richard Castaldi as Greenbelt’s new mayor. For¬ 
mer mayor Gil Weidenfeld was elected mayor pro tern. 


Castaldi is Greenbelt’s first na¬ 
tive son to be sworn in as mayor. 
He is the son of Mr. and Mrs. Ed¬ 
ward Castaldi of Ridge Road. The 
oath of office was administered to 
the new mayor by Norman Pritch¬ 
ett Clerk of the Seventh Judicial 
Court of Maryland. In a brief 
statement after the swearing-in 
ceremony Castaldi talked about 
his childhood goal of someday rep¬ 
resenting the city. Although sur¬ 
prised that the goal had been real¬ 
ized he said Tm proud to be 
here.” 

The new mayor talked about 
challenges — revenue shortages 
and crime prevention — facing the 
city in the next two years. He ex¬ 
pressed his faith in the support of 
council, city staff, volunteer 
groups, and all Greenbelt resi¬ 
dents. Thanking those who sup¬ 
ported him, he pledged to them 
and even more so to those who 
did not support him his intention 
to meet the high standards of 
those who had previously occu¬ 
pied his new seat. 

The other council members 
spoke in a similar vein. Each 
thanked their supporters and 
spoke of the challenges facing 
council. 

Weidenfeld noted the new blood 
— Ed Putens — on council. He 
also recognized former council 
member Charles Schwan who 
chose to retire. "He will be mis¬ 
sed,” said Weidenfeld as he called 
for a round of applause which was 
appreciatively given. Crime pre¬ 
vention and vigilance over de¬ 
velopment were two challenges 
Weidenfeld singled out. He con¬ 
cluded, "Mr. Castaldi always gave 
me his cooperation when I served 
as mayor and I expect to do the 
same for him.” 

Pilski also pledged his support 
for Castaldi. He felt it was "great 
that our new mayor grew up 
here.” Recognizing the unsuc¬ 
cessful candidates, Ron Ott, Bob 
Zugby, and Ed James, he felt that 
their fine qualifications emphasiz¬ 
ed the qualifications of the newly 
elected council. He also paid hom¬ 
age to Schwan saying. "While 
there may have been differences 
of philosophy, there have never 
been differences of what is best 
for the city.” 

White said he was "proud to be 
associated with the new mayor 
who began on council when I did.” 
The future goals he listed includ¬ 
ed a community-based crime pre¬ 
vention program, meeting trans¬ 
portation needs, and being "on top 


of” city growth. He also called 
for a future bond issue to meet 
capital needs such as open space. 

The new member of council, 
Putens, said he would look to the 
other experiened council members 
and to ex-council member Schwan 
for guidance. In their brief 
speeches, the other council mem¬ 
bers expressed the desirability 
of having a new council member 
from Greenbelt East. Rather than 
just occupy a seat, Putens said, “I 
want to work with you ” 

The first job of the new mayor 
was to rearrange the seats of 
council members. He also recog¬ 
nized dignitaries in the audience, 
State Senator Edward Conroy and 
former City Manager Charles Mc¬ 
Donald. Reflecting upon his ob¬ 
servation of Castaldi as a youth, 
McDonald said, "I saw his inter¬ 
est in the welfare of this com¬ 
munity . . . This is indeed an 
occasion for me.” Monsignor 
William O’Donnell gave the invo¬ 
cation and Reverend Kenneth Bu- 
ker gave the benediction

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City Startled by Reagan Proposal 

To Drop Federal Revenue Sharing 

At the conclusion of the special meeting on September 
21, the City Council considered the subject of Federal rev¬ 
enue sharing. Council adopted a motion offered by Coun¬ 
cilman Weidenfeld that Greenbelt (1) contact President 
Reagan and his representative, Richard Williamson, to indi¬ 
cate strong opposition to and concern about the proposal to 
reduce or terminate Federal Revenue Sharing in 1982 and 
(2) that a copy of the city’s position be conveyed to the city’s 
representatives in Congress. 

In council’s letter dated September 22 to President 
Reagan it was pointed out that “General Revenue Sharing, 
distributed on an entitlement basis, is totally consistent with 
the New Federalism.” Greenbelt received $75,000 annually 
which the city spent on “essential municipal services follow¬ 
ing public hearings and citizens input as required by the 
program.” 

“Revenue Sharing,” the letter concludes, “is the one fed¬ 
eral program which directly or indirectly affects every resi¬ 
dent of every state, county, and municipality in this nation 
— and its continuance at, at least current levels is of extreme 
importance.” 

Letters asking for support of the city’s position were 
sent to Senators Paul Sarbanes, Charles McC. Mathias, Jr. 
and Congressman Steny Hoyer.

presumably stronger David Hart- 
love in another and Ann Lombar¬ 
di and Roy Dabney in the Bowie- 
Greenbelt district, where probably 
neither could win). 

Earlier in the day, 5th District 
Congressman Steny Hoyer, asked 
to comment on the proposed coun¬ 
ty districts, declared: “I have 
long held the view that Green- 
belt should have political repre¬ 
sentation and have actively sup¬ 
ported that position in the past. 

I believe that the Redistricting 
Commission and county council 
should look seriously at respond¬ 
ing to Greenbelt's requests." 

Greenbelt citizen Katherine 
Keene, present at the council 
meeting, pointed to the virtual 
impossibility of electing anyone 
from Greenbelt to the state legis¬ 
lature since Bowie's dominance is 
so overwhelming. Keene deplored 
a scheme which would further 
extend that dominance to county 
council. 

Mayor Richard Castaldi asser¬ 
ted, “We worked very hard to get 
control over zoning and develop¬ 
ment." He pointed to the super- 
majority vote (eight members of 
county council) required to over¬ 
ride the recommendation of a mu¬ 
nicipality. This requirement 
would be severely reduced in ef¬ 
fectiveness if the proposed plan 
is accepted, he pointed out. Un¬ 
der the new system of represen¬ 
tation adopted in last November’s 
election, voters will vote only for 
their representative in their dis¬ 
trict. Consequently voters in a 
municipality will no longer have 
a direct influence on other mem¬ 
bers of the county council who 
will be elected from other dis¬ 
tricts.) 

Mayor Pro Tern Gil Weidenfeld 
summed up the feeling of council 
with his comment that the “poli¬ 
tical strangling" of Greenbelt was 
likely if the commission plan 
were implemented. He hoped that 
the commission would not want 
to go forward over Greenbelt’s 
opposition. He regarded Green- 
belt’s chances as slim, but better 
with the commission than with 
the county council itself. 

Weidenfeld asked that members 
9f the city’s legislative delegation 
be present at the commission’s 
September 22 meeting to help in a 
last-ditch effort. (Senator Con¬ 
roy indicated he would attend. 
The city has invited Delegates 
Devlin, Joan Pitkin and Charles 
Ryan also to intercede.) 

Background 

Greenbelt's city council had be¬ 
gun its look at the four proposed 
redistricting plans during a work 
session on August 31, but found 
itself unable at that time, with the

maps then available, to be sure 
how the city would be affected by 
each of the plans. At the last 
regular meeting of the outgoing 
council on Sept. 14, city Admini¬ 
strative Assistant Michael Mc¬ 
Laughlin detailed, with the help of 
four large-scale maps, where dis¬ 
trict lines would be drawn in re¬ 
lation to Greenbelt, and with 
which other communities the city 
would be grouped under each of 
the four plans. 

City council members had no 
trouble in agreeing that the En¬ 
nis plan, which would group 
Greenbelt with New Carrollton 
and Riverdale, would be best for 
the city in terms of providing a 
compact district and a grouping 
with communities of like inter¬ 
ests. The councilmen also agreed 
that the plan would be even bet¬ 
ter if Berwyn Heights were sub¬ 
stituted for Riverdale as having 
closer ties with Greenbelt. Mem¬ 
bers of council also expressed op¬ 
timism that some variation of the 
Ennis plan, despite its Republi¬ 
can origins (Ella Ennis is one of 
two Republican members of the 
five-person Commission), had a 
good chance of being adopted by 
the commission for presentation to 
county council. Council voted un¬ 
animously to send a letter to the 
Commission urging adoption of 
the Ennis plan, with Berwyn 
Heights in place of Riverdale. 

Barry Schlesinger of Citizens 
for Greenbelt read to council a 
resolution by the citizens group 
addressed to the Commission, 
which also favored the Ennis plan. 

On Sept. 17, the three Democrats 
on the Commission out-voted the 
two Republicans, and chose a 
drastically revised Hendershot 
plan.

Piendak Takes Skills Learned Here 
To New City Job in Cumberland

It seems fitting that the first city administrator of Cumber¬ 
land, Maryland steps into that position directly from Greenbelt, 
the first municipality in the State of Maryland to have a coun¬ 
cil-manager form of government. Dennis E. Piendak, who has 
been the assistant city manager and city treasurer of historic 
Greenbelt, thus assumes a place in Cumberland history. 


Anyone who meets Piendak is 
impressed immediately with two 
qualities: his quiet manner and 
his obvious dedication to his work. 
He answers questions directly, 
neither avoiding an issue nor ex¬ 
panding into other areas. 

Piendak came to Greenbelt in 
1972 in the midst of the contro¬ 
versy on the sewage treatment 
plant for Greenbriar. During his 
tenure on the city staff, he lists 
three major accomplishments 
which he had a major part in 
bringing to fruition. He is very 
proud of the Greenbelt CARES 
Youth Service Bureau, now in its 
ninth year of operation. Original¬ 
ly begun with a three-year govern-, 
ment grant to provide counseling 
to troubled and sometimes delin¬ 
quent young people in the com¬ 
munity, CARES required an early 
commitment on the part of the city 
to match the federal seed money 
with so-called "soft" funds — ad¬ 
ministrative control, office space 
and supplies. Now CARES is a 
city department supported to a 
large degree with community tax 
dollars. Initially, Piendak as the 
project director for CARES, help¬ 
ed the agency overcome a number 
of obstacles in its formation and 
continuation. 

A second project which Piendak 
cites as a major achievement is 
the addition to the Municipal 
Building. While attending work¬ 
shops at the International City 
Manager’s Conference, he learned 
how to put together a grant pro¬ 
posal which would fund the addi¬ 
tion through the Economic De¬ 
velopment Administration. The 
project had to address unemploy¬ 
ment issues and construction had 
to begin within 90 days of the 
awarding of the grant. Piendak 
rushed the proposal through the 
bureaucratic channels, even to the 
point of hand-carrying it to Phil¬ 
adelphia during a Thanksgiving 
holiday weekend. Greenbelt’s pro¬ 
posal was competing with those 
from much larger areas of the

state, such as Baltimore. The city’s 
bid was successful and Piendak 
became project director oversee¬ 
ing the construction. 

His third major achievement 
was the construction of Green 
Ridge House, the city’s 100-unit 
elderly housing project, in which 
he was extensively involved ift 
obtaining financing and putting to¬ 
gether the package which led to 
construction. 

With this background of gov¬ 
ernment grantsmanship, dealing 
with the day-to-day affairs of the 
city, working with the city coun¬ 
cil, and being chief financial of¬ 
ficer for the city, Piendak feels he 
is well prepared for his new post. 

Cumberland he describes as a 
"full-service city," It operates its 
own water and sewer system, has 
zoning authority, a paid fire de¬ 
partment, and a municipal airport. 
In addition, it has a number of 
old, established industries which 
make Cumberland their headquar¬ 
ters. Both rural and urban In 
character, the city population has 
gone from a high of 45,000 to its 
present 26,000. Cumberland also 
features its own TV station, three 
radio stations and one newspaper 
which publishes an evening and 
morning edition. The city staff

numbers approximately 250 em¬ 
ployees. 

Piendak and his wife, Sharon, 
look forward not only to Dennis’ 
career advancement, but to life in 
the community as well.

Piendak applauds the Greenbelt 
City Council for the "environment 
for excellence" it has fostered a- 
mong the staff. He credits the 


ate in working with Jim Giese, the 
City Manager, whom he describes 
as one of the most competent and 
dedicated city managers he has 
known. In his resignation letter, 
he notes, "I also personally regret 
leaving your employ, having bene- 
fitted immensely from the counsel, 
confidence and opportunities you 
have provided me." 

Dennis, a native of New Britain, 
Conn., and Sharon, from Long Is¬ 
land, both attended Bard College 
in New York. During his fresh¬ 
man year, Piendak studied gov¬ 
ernment and political science, 
later obtaining an internship 
with the city manager of Cape 
May, New Jersey.

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Metro to Hold Hearings 
On Proposed Fare Hike 

Seven public hearings on pro¬ 
posed fare increases will be held 
September 16-30 throughout the 
area by the Washington Metro¬ 
politan Transit Authority and lo¬ 
cal governments. None are to be 
held in the Greenbelt area. The 
Prince Georges Counity hearing 
will be in Seat Pleasant Sept. 28- 

Fare increases would become 
effective in December. Proposed 
increases for rush hour on metro- 
rail are 70 cents for the first three 
composite miles and 13.5 cents a 
mile thereafter. (Now 60 cents 
and 12.5), All non-rush hour trips 
would cost 70 cents (up irom 60). 
Elderly and handicapped riders 
would continue to pay half rush- 
hour fare rounded to the nearest 
five cents with their maximum 
fare 70 cents. 

For metrobuses the base rush 
hour fare would be 65 cents (up 
from 60). Trips between the Dis¬ 
trict of Columbia and Maryland 
on zone one would go from $1.10 
to $1.25 and zone two from $1.40 
to $1.50. 

During non-rush hour base 
fares would go from 60 to 65 cents. 
D.C.-Maryland trips would go up 
from 85 cents to $1.00. Elderly 
and handicapped would pay 30 
cents for a trip entirely within 
a state and 55 cents for an inter¬ 
state trip. 

Bus to bus transfers would be 
10 cents, 5 cents for elderly and 
handicapped. Rail to bus trans¬ 
fers in Maryland would be worth 
a 15 cent discount off the bus trip. 

Flash passes would be $10.00 
for a Maryland base pass and 
$18.00 for a Maryland-D.C. pass. 
There is no rail value on the 
Maryland flash passes. Commuter 
tickets could be purchased with 
a 5 per cent discount.

Vinyl Silling for Frame Home Additions 


On September 10, 1981, the GHI Board of Directors 
established policy for siding frame home additions. The 
Phase II architects, Columbia Design Collective Architects, 
Inc. (CDCA) have begun surveying frame home additions. 
The work will include: 

• Taping and analyzing all additions to frame units. 

• Listing all windows and door sizes of additions. 

• Computing square footage of siding required minus 
windows and doors for additions. 

• Analyzing and reporting structural deficiencies of 
additions. 

• Adding additions to Phase II frame unit floor plans. 

We anticipate that survey work will be completed by October 
9, 1981. 

In the meantime, we want members to inspect their own 
additions for structural damage. (See suggested procedures 
below on inspecting your own addition). 

GHI will send a mailing to all frame home members 
with additions and include a copy of a Member/GHI con¬ 
tract. Only members willing to pay the additional cost be¬ 
tween what is covered under the GHIDC/Beltway Aluminum 
contract and the cost of siding on all walls of their addi¬ 
tions will sign the contract with GHI. (In major cases, the 
extra cost would be for the sidewalls of the additions.) The 
major provisions of this Member/GHI contract are: 

• GHI shall install vinyl siding on the member’s addition 
at the time GHI installs siding on the member’s unit 
under the Rehabilitation Program. 

• The member agrees to pay GHI for the portions of 
the addition not covered in the GHIDC/Beltway Alum¬ 
inum Vinyl Siding Contract. Payment will be made 
either in full upon completion of the addition siding 
job or as installments, including related interest charg¬ 
es, as part of the member’s monthly charges. 

• The member agrees to prepare the addition for the 
installation of the siding including making all neces¬ 
sary repairs. 

• GHI reserves the right not to install siding if the Staff 
Architect determines that the addition is unsafe or 
deteriorated. 

• The member agrees to release GHI from any liability 
from damage or injury to person or property which 
may occur as a result of the installation of siding, 

• Any default will be considered a default under the 
Mutual Ownership Contract. 

Management has also negotiated a supplemental contract 
with Beltway Aluminum Company to side frame home addi¬ 
tions. This contract, with estimates of the amount of work 
to be done, will be executed as soon as we have signed con¬ 
tracts with all members who want their additions sided. 
Members can rest assured they will pay a reasonable price 
for siding their additions.

HOW TO INSPECT YOUR OWN ADDITION 
INTERIOR INSPECTION 

• Settling of the foundation can be determined by plac¬ 
ing a level on the floor. 

• Cracking of the drywall or plaster, particularly around 
windows and door frames, would also indicate settling 
or structural damage of the wall. 

• Any separation of trim cornice, basemolding, window 
or door trim, separation of the joints, or unevenness 

would indicate some type of settlement of the structure. 

• Deterioration of any parts of walls due to possible wet¬ 
ness in the wall may indicate structural damage of the 
studding behind the drywall or plaster. Because this 
could be due to possible roof leakage, the roof would 
also need to be investigated. 

• Doors and windows not operating freely, one corner 
of a door sticking, or windows that are uneven would 
indicate an uneven settlement of the addition. 

• Evidence of soft spots where the wall and floor connect, 
possible deteriorated subflooring, and the finished floor 
beginning to give way would indicate structural floor 
or wall damage.

• Broken or loose wall shingles indicate damage 
sheathing to which the shingles were attached.

• Cracks in foundation walls indicate structural dam¬ 
age and settlement of the addition. 

• Areas of the walls that are weak can be found by 
pressing on the walls of the addition to see if there is 
any softness or movement of the wall materials. 

• Evidence of water damage or looseness of trim around 
the windows indicates possible structural damage due 
to wood rot. 

• Exterior window and door trim separating from walls 
and rotting of wooden trim material indicates struc¬ 
tural damage. 

• Structural damage may have occurred in the walls of 
the additions, if there is, or was, structural damage 
in the main building surrounding the addition, 

• Any exposed wood that has indirect contact with the 
ground or indirect contact with concrete and has not 
been adequately coated, may have structural damage. 
This can be detected by taking a pen knife and pene¬ 
trating it into the wood to determine the softness of 
the wood, typically at the junction where the wood 
meets the concrete or dirt.
